been sicceeded by the heavier rumb- 
ling of the threshing machine, ac- 
cording to reports sent to\the North 
Dakota extension division office from 
twenty county agents. 
Yields .of 
wheat as'given by machine measure 
induate an average over the state of 
8 to 9 bnshels per acre. Wheat rust 
seems to have cut down the yield in 
some localities. 
• 


Flax is reported to be a- fair to 


good crop and the corn crop .promises 
to be exceptional, if > the frost will 
hold off for ' three or tour more 


' weeks. Potatoes have suffered from 


hard-shelled ljugs in some sections 
of the state, but in. general the po- 
tato fields, while thin, are in excel- 
lent condition. The heavy rains of the 
past week have greatly boosted potato 
growers' prospects. 


Bye yields vary greatly, and range 


from 1 to 15 bushels per acre. Many 
farmers of the state abandoned the 
rye crops rather than pay harvesting 
and threshing costs. This was also 
true of the wheat farmers in some 
cases. The western wheat sawfly is 
reported to have done serious dam- 
age in isolated districts. 


Hail and heavy winds have done a 
great deal of damage locally. Bains 
were quite general throughout the 
state, and greatly benefited potato 
and corn crops, but hindered late 
harvesting and threshing. The hail 
completely laid-bare the strips where 
It was heaviest. 
la Burke county a strip 80 miles 


wide along the Canadian border 
•was badly damaged Sunday evening 
~by hail, -while an JaMojms county,

indirate an average over the state of 
8 to U bushels per acre. Wheat rust 
seems to have cut down the yield in 
soim- localities. 
Flax is reported to be a fair to 
good crop and the corn crop promises 
to be exceptional, if > the frost will 
hold off for three 
pr four 
more 
weeks. Potatoes have suffered from 
hurd-shellcd ljugs in some sections 
of the state, but in general the po­ 
tato fields, while thin, are in excel­ 
lent condition. The heavy rains of the 
past week have greatly boosted potato 
growers’ prospects. 
Rye yields vary greatly, and range 
from 1 to 15 bushels per acre. Many 
farmers of the state abandoned the 
rye crops rather than pay harvesting 
and threshing costs. This was also 
true of the wheat farmers in some 
cases. The western wheat sawfly is 
reported to have done serious dam­ 
age in Isolated districts. 
Hail and heavy winds have done a 
great deal of damage locally. Rains 
were quite general 
throughout 
the 
state, and greatly benefited potato 
and corn crops, but 
hindered late 
harvesting and threshing. The hail 
completely laid bare the strips where 
it was heaviest.
